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FATHER AND SON 
CONFESS TO MUR- 
DER OF SHARPLESS 


Joseph Harrison, 70-year-old ru- 
yal mail carrier, and hig 17-year- 
old son, Walter, yesterday confess- 
ed to killing Walter Sharpless, for- 
mer Bay County deputy sheriff, 
last Saturday, according to Robert 
Forrest, local identification expert, 
who returned last night from Pan- 
uma City, where the two were held, 

Porrest, who assisted Bay Coun- 
{y authorities on the case, said the 
youth was the first to confess, He 
said the boy told how he shot 
Sharpless from an ambiish beside 
a highway nine miles east of Pan- 
ama City. 

The elder Harrison admitted his 
guilt when confronted with the 
hoy’s story. He admitted planning 
the murder for revenge, it was 
stated. 

Forrest said Harrison told of 
sending the boy to shoot Sharpless 
as revenge for a beating the form- 
er deputy gave him during an argu- 
ment some time ago. The father 
also told how he took food to the 
youth as he waited in the ambush 
for Sharpless to pass, officers said. 

Sharpless was shot in the face 
and shoulder with a charge of 
buckshot. He died instantly. He 
was returning to his home at Long 
Beach from Panama City when he 
was killed. . 

Sheriff Hobbs and his deputies 
attempted to trail the killers from 
the scene with bloodhounds Satur- 
day night, but the woods had been 
fired in several places, preventing 
the dogs from finding the trail. 

Forrest said Sheriff Hobbs and 
his two deputies were present when 
the two confessed. ‘They were as- 
sisted in the investigation by John 
Black, night marshal and the chief 
of police of Panama City. 

Harrison confessed, it was said, 
that once before he had lain in wait 
for Sharpless to pass along, in- 
tending to kill him then, but that 
there was another man with the 
Long Beach pavilion operator then 
and Harrison did not shoot.—Pen- 
sacola Journal (Thurs., May 28).

Green Feed For 
Poultry Needed 


Green feed is an essential part 
of the poultry ration and the best 


| way to obtain green feed is to pro- 
duce it at home, Continuing on 


this subject, H. R. Bailey, exten- 
ion poultryyman at the Alabama 


Polytechnie Institute, Auburn, said} 


that nutritional troubles (similar 
to roup) which are common are 
caused by a lack of vitamin A in 
the ration. This vitamin is found 
in green feed. Hence the disease 
can be prevented by ineluding plen 
ty of green feed in the ration, 
he added. 

Althourh green feed can he 
grown the entire year in every 
county of the State, poultrymen 
are frequently confronted with a 
shortage of this feed, due largely 
to the failure on their part to moke 
provisions for such feed, Mr. 
Sailey said. 

Soybeans are an excellent sum- 
mer green feed in Alabama,  Al- 
though if is better to plant them 
in April or May, they may be 
planted in early June, The Laredo 
variety is recommended because it 
produces fine stems and has a long 
evowing period, The plants should 
hecome six to ei@ht inches before 
grazed by poultry. Cowpeas mav 
be used as a green erop, although 
chickens do not relish then as a 
rile, 

“When conditions are such,” 
continued Mr, Bailey, “that the 
crowing of sufficient green feed 
is difficult, it is necessary to sup- 
ply some substitute in its place. 
Alfalfa meal mixed in with the 
laying mash is the most common 
substitute used. The amount used 
should be in excess of 10 per cent 
of the ration used. A good grade 
af alfalfa hay fed in small racks 
is also good, 

“Sprouted oats make a good but 
rather expensive green feed. When 
used they should be fed when the 
sprout is from one-half to one inch 
in length. Feed about one galton 
of germinated oats to each 100 
hens daily.” 


Girl Is Fatally Shot 
Near Panama City 


PANAMA CITY, Fla., June 2.— 
While shooting with a small shot- 
gun at birds in some bushes, Jew- 
ett Thomas, 21-year-old young wo- 
man, accidentally killed Mabel Har- 
vison, 11, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Gid Thomas of Gainer, Fla., late 
yesterday, it was reported here 
today. Gainer is 18 miles north 
of Panama City. 

Miss Thomas and the little Har- 
rison girl had been shooting spar- 
rows and the latter had started to 
return to her home when the fa- 
tal shooting occurred, according to 
reports received here, 

Miss Thomas did not see the 
Harrison girl as she fired at the 
hirds in the bushes, it was said. 
The girl was in the range of the 
bullets however, and fell, mort- 
ally wounded, from the shot which 
passed through the bushes, accord- 
ing to witnesses at the shooting. 

Sheriff O. BE. Hobbs of Panama 
City was called to the scene of the 
shooting. After an investigation, 
it was decided that the shooting 
was accidentatl and that no coro- 
ner’s inquest would be necessary. 

The Harrison girl and Miss 
Thomas hand been shooting the 
birds with the 400-gauge shotgun 
before the former was accidentlly 
wounded, witnesses said.

BUGS WITH NEW HEADS 


e One of the most interesting bio- 
logical experiments recently noted 
;-| is that of gratfing the heads of one 
kind of a bug on the bodies of an- 
other, a feat accomplishment by a 
German scientist, as reported by 
the Associated Press. 

It is said that when the head of 
a beetle was grafted on the body 
of a June bug it tried to burrow in 
refuse matter and made no effort 


caused a beetle with a June bug’s 
head to try to climb a tree. When 
a female head was grafted on the 
body of a male insect of the same 
species, its actions became charac- 
teristic of the female, and vise 
versa, 

Certain insects are said to be 
well adapted to such experiments, 
aus they can live for considerable 
time after decapitation, because 
their organs of breathing are dis- 
tributed over their whole bodies.’ 

Possibly some day scientists will 
prove the fallacy of the saying: 
“You must not expect old heads on 
; young shoulders.” 


WIRELESS IN AFRICA 


Recent advances by the science 
of wireless telegraphy are making 
it possible to abolish distance in 
the French African colony of Cam- 
eroon, in one of the few regions 
of the world which have still to 
be explored completely. 

A full system of wireless com- 
munications now exists in this part 
of West Africa, a twelfth wireless 
telegraph station having been put 
in operation by the local authovi- 
ties a few weeks ago. Short-wave 
transmission is being employed. 

At the same time, a system of 
two-way wireless connections has 
been established between the Cam- 
and the group of colonies 
comprising French Equatorial Af- 
vica. This system handles both of- 
ficial and private messages. 

These two steps represent com- 
pletion of the essential features of 
a program first instituted fifteen 
years ago and indicate how wire- 
less telegraphy has been combined 
with airplane services to permit 
vapid communications in an unde- 
veloped portion of the globe.

That Alabama farmers are car-| cleetric lamps and shades, 


rying out their “live at home’ pro- 
gram and producing more food and 
feed crops was definitely establish- 
ed Saturday when the Department 
of Agriculture and Industries re- 
leased figures showing that farm- 
ers have already shipped over 6,- 
000 cars of truck crops this sea- 
son and are harvesting one of the 
best oat crops produced in the 
State in many years. 


It is estimated that over $38,000,- 


000 has been placed in circulation 
in Alabama during the past cight 
weeks in return for the truck erops 
shipped from the State. In addi- 
tion to bringing a large sum of 
money into Alabama these crops 
have furnished food for family use 
thus relieving much distress and 
suffering caused by the drouth 
last year, 


Since over 6,000 cars have been 


shipped to date this season compar- 
ed with 7,465 cars shipped the en- 
tire season last year, the truck 
crop movement is expected to be 
much larger this year than last. 


The shipments to date this sea- 


son include 1,184 cars of straw- 
berries, 1,044 cars of cabbage, 480 
cars of Irish potatoes, 298 cars of 
cucumbers and many cars of mix- 
ed beans and mixed vegetables. 
Watermelon, sweet potato, and 
green corn shipping is just start- 
ing. It is estimated there are 600 
to 600 more cars of potatoes to 
move, The strawberry and cab- 
bage movement is practically ov- 
er while cucumbers will continue 
to move for about two more weeks. 


Quality of the produce moving 


from the State is reported greatly 
improved over previous years, This 
is due to improved cultural meth- 
ods and farmers paying more at- 
tention to producing quality prod- 
ucts. Inspection service by the 
Agricultural Department has en- 
couraged better quality as both 
purchaser and producer are bene- 


fited by the State and Federal in- 


spection certificate. 


Baldwin County is leading the 


State in carload ‘truck crop ship- 
ments, having moved some 8,500 
cars of potatoes, cucumbers and 
beans. The Irish potato shipments 
from the county this year have ex. 


ceeded those of last year by over 
1,000 when slightly less than 2, 000 


cars were shipped from the county. 


Reports from South Alabama 
show that the truck crops are 


needing rain. Cucumbers and 
green corn are suffering. 


The oat crop is one of the best 


produced in the State in recent 
years. This crop is supplementing 
the short feed crop of last year 
and is enabling farmers to feed 
their work stock without a big out- 


lay of money for feed. 
Another encouraging factor on 
Alabama farms is the fact that re- 


ports from over the State indicate 
more gardens with more vegetables 
than ever before.

Sunshine is a great factor in our 
health and with our crops, at the 
same time sunshine will destroy if 
you allow it to. The farmer who 
leaves his implements out in the 
sunshine will not have them very 
long. An automobile will not last 
long if left out in the sunshine. 
Our lands will bleach if allowed to 
stand out in the sunshine. Our 
fertilizer will be worthess if we 
allow it to remain out in the sun- 
shine. We must protect what we 
have from fire, water and sun- 
shine. Three of the most neces-! 
sary. things of life are fire, water 
and sunshine. The Lord gave 
them to us for certain purposes 
and they are each wonderful for 
those purposes, but we must guard 
against the abuse of their use. 
My advice, then, concerning these 
three things is as follows: Protect 
your pronerty and lands from fire. 
Never allow fire on your farm ex- 
cept for a specific purpose. Pro- 
tect your lands and all your im- 
plements from water. One rain 
can wash off soil that it took na- 
ture a thousand years to build. 
See that every tool and implement 
is protected from the rain. See 
that every piece of property is pro- 
tected from the sunshine and that 
your lands do not bleach when you 
gather everything off the soil. 

* * * 

Sit down some time and think 
how much you and your family 
have paid to the waste caused by 
these three elements. Then make 
up your mind that you are through 
paying for things that can be 
avoided, and you will soon have 
things under control and you will 
be saving enough to make you in- 
dependent in the years to come.

The disease may be acute or chron- 


' cholera or 


adjacent to the affected mucose of 
large intestines and at times 
the small intestines and congestion 
of the kidneys. In the chronic 
stages necrotic lesions will be 
found throughout the entire intes- 
tinal tract. 

Swine fever is not caused direct- 
ly by filth, but unsanitary pens 
and runs are conducive to the 
spread of the disease. We have 
a lot of people that believe that 
a hog thrives on filth because he 
does not mind mud and filth, but 
if we are to raise a lot of hogs 
on a small area it is very important 
that sanitary methods be employed. 

To control swine fever the hog 
raiser should provide clean water, 
clean runs and good, sound feed 
* them. Should he have some 
to get sick they should be isolated 
from the well ones and fed a slon- 
mash, All dead animale shov!d 
he either burned or buried, On 
premises where this disease has ev- 
er been one should make it his 
practice to vaccinate the pigs at 
two weeks old with a specially pre- 
pared vaccine and about weaning 
time give a second dose of this 
bacteria, at which time they should 
he vaccinated against hog cholera.
